To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  Die  House  of  Representatives: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  in  compUance  with  General  Laws  (Ter- 
centenary Edition),  chapter  54,  section  133,  as  amended,  a  report  of  the  number 
of  registered  voters  at  the  dates  of  the  last  city  and  town  elections,  and  the  total 
number  of  persons  who  voted  at  each  such  election  in  every  city  and  town,  and  in 
every  voting  precinct  therein,  and  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each  candidate 
for  nomination  and  for  election  for  a  State  office  in  the  j^ear  1949,  together  with 
other  information  relating  to  elections. 

Returns  under  the  "Corrupt  Practices"  Law 
Since  the  last  report  a  special  election  has  been  held  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  Representative  in  the  General  Court  in  the  Fifteenth  Middlesex  District  (May 
3,  1949). 

In  compliance  with  the  General  Laws  (Tercentenary  Edition),  chapter  55,  as 
amended,  nomination  expense  returns  were  received  from  thirteen  candidates, 
ten  of  whom  reported  no  receipts.  Total  nomination  receipts  were  reported  as 
S747  and  expenditures  S2,522.  One  nommation  expense  return  appeared  to  be  not 
in  conformity  with  the  law  and  was  therefore  transmitted  to  the  Attorney  General, 
together  with  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  three  candidates  who  failed  to  file 
returns. 

Election  expense  returns  were  received  from  two  candidates.  Total  election 
receipts  were  reported  as  S227  and  total  expenditures  S518. 

Total  receipts  reported  by  candidates  for  both  nomination  and  election  were 
S974  and  total  expenditures  $3,040.
